The oontention ia made that Soeioliam ii in oonSict with th« fonda* 
mental foeta ot the (diyoieol, biological and locial Miencea. He otyt ^t 
he porpoees to demonatrate that Marxian Boeialiam, the only Soeialixm 
that hM a tmly ieientiii> mothod and value, if only the practical^ falfll!- 
moot in the Mcial life, of that modem icientiflc revolution whidi bo. 
triinnphe<1 in our time,, thanke to the worke of Charle, Darwin and 
Herb^ SpeaceJ-. ' 

Darwia and eapecially Spenrer halted when they had traveled only 
half way toward the oonclniion, of a rdigioux, political or aecial order 
which nereaoarily 0ow from their indisputable promiiee. 

Virchow in opposing Hoeokri’s defenee of Darwinism asserted that 
H led direct to Socialism. Haeckel ami the other (lerraan Darwinians 
immediately protested that it is in sbsolute opposition to Socislism, and 
Haeckel stat^ that every intelligent statesoun ought to advocate the 
theory of descent and the <loctrinr of evolution os the best antidote for 
the absurd notions of tbs .Socialists, that the tendency of the theory 
could bo nothing but ariitocralic, by nn means can it be democratic, 
much lens socialistic. 

His three principal arguments have reference to the eqnaiitv of in¬ 
dividuals. the slnigglr for life and its victims, and the survival of the 
fittest. I'hey are ss follows. 

.Socialism tends toward a chimerical equality of persons and pro- 
jiertv, while Darwinism shows the organic necessity the natural in¬ 
equality of individuals. 

Only .a small minority can triumph in the struggle for existence, 
while .Socialism a.sacrls that all ought to triumph. 

The struggle for riistcnoc assures the survival of the best and this 
lead* to an aristocratic hierarchy of seleoted-individaala instead of the 
drniocratio collectivist tearhing of .Socialism. 

In answer to the first. Kerri asserts that scientific Socialism has 
never denie«l the inequality of individuals. Social equality has to do 
with the right to live a man's life, and not in he forced from the means 
of existence by tiie fraud, favoritism and nnscnipuloiu methmla of the 
few. K<,iislity secording to Socialism is s relative thing and must be 
understood in a Iwo-fold sense; 

1. .All men slionlil lie guaranteed human eonditions of existence. 

?. .All men ought to he equal st the starting point. 

These conditions can he obtaiucil only by the trinsfomiatinn of 
private ownership of the means of production into social ownership. 

He goes on to state that the first snii-.Socislist objection is overruled 
since its starting point is non-existent; that inequalities will never dis¬ 
appear on account ef the principle of variation that manifests itself in 
the continuous develrqiment of species. 

He likens the division of labor, on which Haickel puts so much 
ttrms to the dilTerent functions of the rrlla in an'o-ganiam. equally nse- 
ful and neeessarv to tlie life of the organism as a whole. In the biological 
^rmitm ill remains iruictive, and it obtains nonrialiment by exchanges

EDITORIAL ETCHINGS. 

The TTnitod State* Supreme Court is not likely to hear the last of, 
its miserable decision in the ten hour New York hake-shop law. As one 
of the dissenting justices said, it is the most notable decLion made for 
yean, for its effe^ will be far reaching. 

In effect it says that the right of a master to exploit his work¬ 
men to the limits of their endurance under the struggle for work is 
higher than til oonsiderations nf humanity and public policy. 

We consider it fortunate that this decision was given in the case 
of the baken instead of tome other trades. For, far and away, tba, 
aitoation of the bakery wo.kers is the most miserable of any of the 
nmdem ciiy trades. Few people—scarcely sny, in fact, realize the de¬ 
grading conditions that exist in that trade. If they did they would 
«at leas non-union baker-made bread. 

Aik any man familiar with the labor movement and he will tell 
you that tbe bakery workers have been among the hardest to organise 
smd to keep oigaitiiad. Yea-* ot inhuman treatment have rimost 
driven every spark ot independence and self-respect out of them. They 
have been so inured to toiling every day and- night (Sundays not ex- 
eapted) from twelve to twenty hours, in basement bske-shops im- 
peatible to keep clean and healthy, and sleeping in sny dirty loft the 
poverty of the bakery boM might force upon them (and this kind of a 
uving for a wage of seven or eight or nine doiUirt a iceefc/) that they 
almost feel lost when once the chains they have hugged are broken! A 
Mihrsadtss bakery proprietor told a trade nnion organiser thst it was 
better for his men not to have Snndav off—thev would spend their 
mmtsyl He paid them NINE D0LL.kRS A WEEK! He felt he 
was a'benefarior of his men. Yee, and it might be added that the 
yfiaos where hii men slept was a little loft over a chifien^coop!
